Rahamim said Niagara 
Region Wind Corp., which 
received a feed-in-tariff 
contract from the Ontario 
Power Authority in 
February, plans to conduct 
a public-awareness cam¬ 
paign to let people know 
what the project is about 
and what wind power 
means. 

With approximately 80 
turbines for West Lincoln 
and parts of Wainfleet and 
Haldiman County, the 
company recognizes there 
will be an impact on the 
community and munici¬ 
palities, Rahamim said. 

“We’re looking at a rev¬ 
enue-sharing approach 
where we reinvest in the 
community. A percentage 
of the revenue from the 
project will be given back 
to the community and it 
will decide how the money 
should be spent.” 

Rahamim said in the 
short-term alone, there 
will be many benefits from 
the project, including at 
least 300 local jobs for the 
anticipated two-year con¬ 
struction phase. When 
construction is complete, 
there will be 40 full-time 
jobs to keep the turbines 
operational. 

The $600-million proj¬ 
ect will see materials, 
such as concrete and steel, 
sourced locally and inject 
$36 million in land-lease 


payments over its 20-year 

P Those payments, 
Rahamim said, will help 
supplement the income of 
landowners who have the 
turbines on their properties. 

As for concerns over 
the impact turbines will 
have on property values 
of surrounding homes in 
the Wellandport area of 
Wainfleet, she said informa¬ 
tion the company has does 


not show a causal relation¬ 
ship between the two. 

“We'll commission a study 
that will review the property 
value impact in Haldimand. 
It’s the nearest community 
we can measure through tax 

Rahamim spoke about the 
health concern issue that 
has been raised over tur¬ 
bines and said both the pro¬ 
vincial and regional medical 
officers of health have found 


no relationship. 

However, she said the 
company plans to listen 
to residents’ concerns and 
make itself very available 
to take away the fear and 
stigma associated with wind 
power and wind turbines. 

Public open houses will 
be held, though no dates 
have been set as yet. The 
company has already met 
with Wainfleet Mayor April 
Jeffs to inform her of the 


projects. 

Jeffs said that meeting 
took place recently and the 
township’s planner, Grant 
Munday, was in attendance. 

“We knew the project was 
going into West Lincoln, but 
didn't know it would touch 
Wainfleet 
until the 
company

“The company asked 
about the best avenue to 
educate the public about 
the project and gave us a 
package about it that spoke 
of the potential benefits to 
the community,” said Jeffs, 
who has passed all of the 
information on to the four 
alderman on township 
council. 

She said Niagara Region 
Wind Corp. was aware of 
the township’s morato¬ 
rium and asked about its 
wording and how it would 
affect the project. 

Jeffs also said she made 
it clear council stands 
behind the moratorium, 
which passed last month.

Easter - it’s a special time to celebrate 



E aster weekend is always 
special. 

It goes back to childhood, 
being raised as a Roman 
Catholic in a Polish 
household. 

Easter had a meaning 
unlike any other time of 
year. It is the highlight of the 
Christian calendar, more so 
than Christmas. 

Although Christmas 
celebrates Christ’s birthday, 
Easter celebrates the fact 
he died, but was then 
resurrected. 


Back when we were kids, 
Easter brought with it an 
entire mood, a feel. It almost 
personified spring, in that 
if spring signals the rebirth 
of nature after a long winter, 
Easter celebrates Christ’s 
rebirth after the crucifixion. 

Growing up in 
Toronto’s Parkdale district 
meant growing up in a 
neighbourhood where the 
predominant language was 
Polish. 

Post-Second-World-War 
Polish immigrants flocked 
to the area, just east of the 
city’s High Park and bounded 
by Bloor Street to the north, 
Lake Ontario to the south 
and Lansdowne Avenue to 
the east. 

Smack dab in the middle 
was St. Casimir’s Church 
on Roncesvalles Avenue, or 


Parafia Sw. Kazimierza as 
it’s known in Polish. It was 
the hub of Parkdale’s Polish 
Catholic population. 

It’s where we went to Mass 
every Sunday. 

It’s where we went to 
Polish school two nights 
a week after our regular 
daytime elementary school, 
to learn how to read and 
write in the language of our 

And it’s where, on Holy 
Saturday, we went with 
baskets of food to have the 
Easter Sunday breakfast we 
would eat the next morning 
blessed by one of the parish 
priests in the church hall. 

The basket, of course, 
didn’t include the entire 
brunch for the next day. But 
Mom would put together 
a sampling of some of the 


items on the menu. There 
would be a hunk of sweet 
bread, some hard-boiled 
eggs, perhaps a piece of 
kielbasa or ham and some 
salt. This was then covered 
with white linen. 

Upon arriving at the 
church hall, we would 
find long tables set up in 
a U-shape, with the inside 
of the U away from us. We 
would all put our baskets on 
one of the tables and then 
stand back away from them. 

Poles take special pride 
in preparing a decorative 
and tasteful basket with 
crisp linens, occasionally 


embroidered for the 
occasion, and just enough 
boxwood and ribbon 
woven through the handle. 
Observing the beautiful 
foods and creations of other 
parishioners was always 
one of the special joys of the 

Eventually, one of the 
priests would arrive to say 
a prayer and sprinkle holy 
water on all the baskets, as he 
made his way around the U. 
When he finished, we would 
all pick up our baskets and 
head home. 

On Easter morning, a 
special Resurrection Mass 


would be celebrated at 
St. Cas’s. At this Mass, a 
procession of priests, altar 
boys and the rest of us would 
circle the church three times 
while the church bells would 
peal and the organ would be 
played for the first time since 
it had been silenced on Good 
Friday. Following the Mass, 
we would return home to 
brunch. 

It’s a Polish tradition that 
the woman of the house 
doesn't cook on Easter 
Sunday. As a result, the lunch 
is all cold dishes.

Teens taught to think first

PORT COLBORNE - 
Taking risks is a part of life, 
but it is important to consider 
the consequences. 

So, Safe Communities Port 
Colborne and CN Rail have 
worked together to bring 
Smart Risk assemblies to Port 
Colborne high schools. 

SmartRisk, a national char¬ 
ity dedicated to preventing 
injuries and saving lives 
through risk management, 
developed the presenta¬ 
tion No Regrets Live, which 
encourages young people to 
make positive choices when 
taking risks. 

During two assemblies last 
week, Lakeshore Catholic 
High School students got that 
message. 


The presentation included 
a video that showed young 
people speaking of their 
experiences with risk-taking 
and provided tips for good 
decision-making. 

Five tips were shared: 
Buckle Up, which focused 
on wearing your seatbelt; 
Look First, a reminder to 
think of what’s ahead before 
taking action; Wear the Gear, 
explaining the importance of 
protective equipment; Get 
Trained, focusing on get¬ 
ting educated before trying 
new skills; and Drive Sober, 
a reminder not drive while 
impaired and to be free of 

Injury survivor Melissa 
Hague, who has been 
involved with SmartRisk for 
19 years, spoke to students,

Mobile research lab to study Port

PORT COLBORNE — Port Colborne 
will be the first community under the 
microscope of a mobile research lab. 

The Researching Health in Ontario 
Communities mobile project, facili¬ 
tated by Centre for Addiction and 
Mental Health, will be launched in Port 
Colborne at the end of the month. 

Researchers will use the lab on 
wheels — the first of its kind in Canada 
— to study mental health and addictions 


The project will reach out to under¬ 
serviced populations in rural, remote 
and First Nations communities to help 
improve prevention and treatment ser¬ 
vices, said scientist Samantha Wells while 
presenting the project to city council 
Monday night. 

Social service agencies from the lake¬ 
side city provided “tremendous support” 
for the project concept, which made Port 
Colborne an ideal choice for the launch, 
Wells said. 


Researchers will look at "various 
aspects of well-being in the community,” 
such as sttess, mental health, substance 
abuse and use of health services. 

The CAMH team will advertise 
throughout the city and go door-to-door 
to recruit voluntary participants for the 
project The hope is to attract a “diverse 
population of people,” Wells said. 

In the lab, researchers will conduct 
interviews and surveys, run focus groups 
and take hair, saliva or blood samples to 
measure stress or obtain genetic informa¬ 
tion. Volunteers have the right to refuse 
any portion of the research process, 
Wells said. 

The launch for the project, includ¬ 
ing an open house where residents can 
have their questions answered, will take 
place Thursday, April 28, at Guild Hall, 
72 Charlotte St., beginning at 3 p.m. 

Advertising for the project will begin 
in May. Interested parties will be given 
a phone number to set up an appoint¬ 
ment at the lab. 

Following its stint in Port Colborne, 
the mobile lab will head to Welland.
